A RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF

SAN DIEGO ALLOCATING $9,500 TO CASA FAMILIAR FOR
THE DiA DE LOS MUERTOS CELEBRATION/PUMPKIN
PATCH FALL FESTIVAL, PURSUANT TO COUNCIL POLICY
100-06, “CITY COUNCIL FUNDING OF COMMUNITY
PROJECTS, PROGRAMS, AND SERVICES.”

WHEREAS, the San Diego City Council (City Council) adopted Council Policy 100-06,
titled “City Council Funding of Community Projects, Programs and Services” on June 28, 2011,
by San Diego Resolution R-306903 (July 7, 2011); and

WHEREAS, among other things, Council Policy 100-06 establishes guidelines and
uniform eligibility requirements for funding Community Projects, Programs and Services with
non-profit community brganizations and public agencies for community, social, environmental,
cultural, or recreational needs which serve a lawful public purpose; and

WHEREAS, Casa Familiar has requested funding for the Dia de los Muertos Celebration/
Pumpkin Patch Fall Festival; and

WHEREAS, the requested funding will be used to pay for live music and dance groups,
including honorariums for a traditional Danza Azteca, a Boleros music ensemble, a traditional
Son Jarocho folk music band, a sound altar in the style of the traditional literary calaveras,
creation of a community altar, games and activities for the whole family, a paid disc jockey,
materials for the creation of the pumpkin patch, including more than 100 pumpkins and 30 yards
of hay, and technical production and installation costs such as lighting and video recording of the

event; and
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WHEREAS, Casa Familiar’s request for funding for the Dia de los Muertos Celebration/
Pumpkin Patch Fall Festival will benefit the public by allowing artists to connect with
community members, and for the community to connect with the local arts and culture scene, as
well as bringing awareness to Casa Familiar’s wide variety of service programming: direct social
services, educational and recreational programs, community development, and arts and culture;
and

WHEREAS, it is the determination of the City Council that the above-described program
fits within the parameters of Council Policy 100-06; and

WHEREAS, Council Districts 3, 7, and 8 recommend a total allocation of $9,500 to Casa
Familiar for the purposes set forth in this resolution, attributed as follows: Council District 3 —
$3,000; Council District 7— $1,500; and Council District 8 — $5,000; NOW, THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Council of the City of San Diego, that the allocation
described in this resolution is made for a public purpose.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the City Council waives Council Policy 100-06,
section 3(g), which provides: “An organization may not apply to receive funding for an event or
program which has already occurred, nor any capital improvement, goods, supplies, materials, or
equipment which have already been purchased.”

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Mayor, or his designee, is authorized and
directed to execute, for and on behalf of the City, a Community Projects, Programs, and Services
FY 2022 City Council Allocations Agreement between the City of San Diego and Casa Familiar
(Agreement) in an amount not to exceed $9,500 for the project described in this resolution, under

terms and conditions set forth in the Agreement on file in the Office of the City Clerk as

Document No. RR- 314034 .
